made by the authorities of the State 
of California that the lepers of that 
State be sent to Molokai, and later th-? 
Authorities at Samoa desired that cer- 
tain lepers there should also be sent. 
In both instances the consent was not 
given, and the reasons for refusal are 
as potent now as then. 


To send the lepers of 
the United 


States tos Molokai would be a great 


and injustice to them and to

send persons afflicted with disease to

And It would be a wrong to the 
Hawaiians who live at the settlement 
to have people from foreign countries— 
unacquainted with them and their hab- 
its, traditions and sympathies—forced

tion at the actual cost price of the same 
to it. the said American Book Company.

Territorial Meteorologist Describes 


Weather Phenomena Peculiar 


To Hawaii, 


The storm which hus prevailed for the 


past few da^s throughout the entire Kroup 
of Islands, Is the chief topic of discus- 
sion. The causes and effect, atmospheric 
ind otherwise, have been advanced b> 
the knowing titws 
The Individual who ib 


unable to tell the difference between a 
ship's compass and a barometer, or a 
Lrade wind and a kona Is always heard in 
the land. It Is a fact worthy of note, how, 
ever, that the Island group has been vls- 
,ted by the heaviebt storm experienced 
tor years, while the barometer has reg- 
istered exceedingly low and the end Is 
not yet. 
During an Interview yesterday afternoon 


•with Professor Lyons, who has been con- 
nected with the Government survey for 
:he past twsnty-eight years, and who for 
the past nineteen years has kept the 
weather'records, ihe Advertiser obtained 
much Information. 
He states that the 


storms that have raged for the past few 
days Is what has always been termed a 
"iCona" b^ the 
natives, 
meaning of 
course a strong wind from the southwest, 
called Kona in the native language, which 
Indicates the southwest 
corner of tue 


compaas. 
"The white population have adopted the 


word and use it to express this kind of a 
storm where the wind Is from the south- 
west or varying to the west and north," 
said Professor Lyons. "There is no de- 
gree of regularity In the coming of the 
Kona but they appear In the winter sea- 
son and mostly In November, though oc- 
casionally in other winter months, one 
having occurred as late as April. 


"In point of fact it is simply a temper- 


ate zone revolving storm, while the move- 
ment Itself Is from the northwest as near 
S.A known These revolving storms pass 
across the Northern Pacific Ocean from 
east to west, generally as far north as 
latitude 40 or 50. We frequently catch 
one of the southwest side of the circum- 
ference of the circle, that gives us 
northerly winds for a few fdays which 
pass off. When the path of the storm Is 
well to the southward, then we catch the 
center and the southeastern side, which 
gives us southwest winds, shifting toxthe 
north after it has passed over. It seems 
likely that the recent storm Is the one 
encountered by the Doric on her recent 
passage from Yokohama. 
She probably 


sailed out of it, possibly traveling more 
rapidly than tfie center of the storm did. 
Honolulu is very much sheltered from the 
Kona storms by the mountains, which set 
the winds back and break their force. 
>» t 


sometimes hear of a Kona prevailing on 
Maul, which la barely perceptible here; of 
course vessels at sea get the full force 
of It. 
"The heavy surf on the reef and the 


very low barometer Indicates that this 
was an extensive storm and quite violent 
at sea. As to the damage done by these 
storms In the past, H can be stated that 
houses have frequently been blown down 
at Koolau, on this Island, and also at Ko- 
hala and other places on Hawaii. 
A 


point to be taken Into consideration and 
from which the Kona storms have gained 
such an undesirable name is the fact that 
the native houses and coasting schooners 
are fitted out for trade winds, and are not 
ready for winds coming In the opposite 
direction. The Island shipping have often 
had occasion to run around to rainy hiio 
for shelter during the prevalence of these 
storms, which generally last for two or 
three davs. although 
they have been 


known to last a week, especially when the 
wind backs around again from west to 
southwest 
"The la>-t heavy storm occurred In De- 


cember 1«%. there being no special fea- 
tures o' It recorded and lasting but a 
couple rif davs. Not having heard from 
the other Inlands of the group as yet, I 
can glvr no results 
There Is no doubt, 


however but that a heavy fall of snow 
has occurred on Mauna Kea and Mouna 
Loa. During the present storm the bar- 
ometer registered 29.58. being the lowest 
recorded for a number of years. In Jan- 
uary, 1<M, the barometer registered 29.41, 
this beinp the lowest with two exceptions. 
It Is a fi'ct worthy of note, and of ln*r- 
est to somp that the barometer does no* 
register PS 1-w here as In the typhoon 
and hurrUme regions, where it falls to 
as low as y

a consumption of 241 million pounds In 1890, against 326 millions In 1897, and an Im- 
portation of 173^ million pounds In 1890 and 582 millions in 1898 
The imports ofc re- 


fined sugar more than quadrupled between 1890 and 1898, this trade being almost 
wholly In the hands of Hongkong refiners until 1895, when German firms began 
sending refined beet sugar to Japan

eral rebellion In Colombia will result t» 
the overthrow of the Government, has 
b*«n received from Panama by the steam- 
er Loa, Strict censorship on the Govern- 
ment wires has prevented telegraphic 
news from being sent out, but informa- 
tion showing that Important military op- 
erations have been conducted within the 
last month and that the Government has 
met with severe reverses has reached th» 
Isthmian city. 
General Urlbe, chief 
of i..e 
Liberal 


forces in the east, has won an Important 
victory In the' capture of Corozal, one of 
the Government's strongholds in the Ha- 
bana region of Bolivar. This city, which 
has 10,000 inhabitants, and is Important 
because It will give the rebels a base 
from which to operate against the Car- 
ibbean ports of Cartagena and Baranquil- 
la was held by a Government force about 
1.000 strong under General Rodriguez 
Urlbe attacked with a force of 1,500 
men. After several sharp engagements 
be surrounded the place and General Rod- 
riguez, seeing It would be useless to re- 
sist, surrendered on October 15th. 


Liberal terms were granted by the rebel 
leaders. He permitted General Rodriguei 
and his officers to depart with swords and 
baggage and all the necessary supplies 
and animals to transport their belongings. 
The soiulers were deprived of their guns 
and ammunition and then set free on pa- 
role. This conduct on the pan of Uribe 
and the prestige of the victory made most 
of the men of Rodriguez' army u.s parti- 
sans and they were Incorporated Into his 
force. 


With the fall of Barranquilla it is gen- 
erally recognized that the Insurrection 
will be a success and the Government is 
making every effort to defend the port. 
General Plnzon. Minister of War, took 
personal command of a force of 3,000 men 
that recently started from the capital to 
operate against tJrlbe. It Is feared, how- 
ever, that his army has been Intercepted 
by the rebels In Tollma province, north of 
Bogota, as nothing had been heard from 
him in Baranqullla. 


The rebels of Santander also would dis- 


pute his way. They hold strong positions 
at- Barranca and Bermeja, on the Magda- 
lena river, under command of General 
Vargas Santos and could stop progress of 
the Government forces by water, 
thus 


making Uriba free to operate In Bo..var 
province. 


The steamer Astronomer, which arrived 


at Colon on November 3d, brought news 
that the torpedo boat Peraltonzo, operated 
by the rebel forces, had been sighted at 
Rio Hacha, going west and apparently 
on Its way to take part In operations 
against Barranquilla, 


Late advices from Buena Ventura also 
show a serious condition in the west 
Buena Ventura Is besieged by a strong 
force of Liberals and blockaded by 
the 


rebel steamers Galtan and Salinas. 
The 


Government gunboat Boyaca Is held In 
the harbor.

The appeal, 'Stand by the President while the war Is on.'

the doctrine of self-government In the Philippines must react upon us In this coun- 
try. We have made an honest fight on an honest platform, and having done our 
duty as we saw It, we have nothing to regret.
